Governfbent  attorneys,  taken  una- 
wares, were  cut  off  font  jnuch  of  the 
results  of  their  long  Investigation  Into 
the  meat  packing  Industry  by  the  sudden 
move  of  the  packers.  Instead  of  a 
premlee  to  be  supported  by  evidence 
carefully  breuKht  tcgethet.  the  fight, 
for  a  lime  at  least.  m\i«t  be  conducted 
purely  as  an  argument  of  law. 

The  fight  thus  becomes  not  a  cjues- 
tlon  of  first  issue  as  to  the  guilt  or  In- 
nocence of  the  packers,  but  a  plain  at- 
tack upon  the  validly  of  the  Sherman 
ad.  according  to  attorneys  for  the 
packers.

Ad  Interevting  and  eapeclally  valu- 
able treatise  on  the  fruit  growing  jws- 
Blbliltles  of  the  Skeena  river  and  Por- 
oher  Island  districts  has  Just  been  la- 
sued  by  the  Provincial  Departnnent  of 
Agriculture  aa  Bulletin  38  of  the  Hor- 
ticultural branch.  This  bulletin  con- 
sists of  the  special  report  to  the  Min- 
ister made  by  Mr.  J.  V.  Carpenter,  B. 
S.  A.,  assistant  Provincial  horticultur- 
ist, who  during  tha  Just  past  summer 
visited  the  northern  districts  treated  of. 
Investigated  all  the  local  conditions 
bearing  upon  orchard  growth,  and 
planted  several  hundred  trees  of  dif- 
ferent varieties,  experimentally.  The 
bulletin  is  Illustrated  from  photographs 
In  a  manner  compelling  especial  atten- 
rion  and  commendation,  section  picture^ 
being  given  which  convey  at  a  glance 
to  the  experienced  cultivator  such 
knowledge  of  soil  conditions  as  could 
not  In  any  othw  way  t>«  so  effectively 
presented.  'U'hllc  the  greater  part  of 
Mr.  Carpenter's  report — and  of  the  bul- 
letin— treats  specially  of  Individual  dis- 
tricts and  the  orchard  conditions  ex- 
isting therein,  an  abstract  of  the  con- 
clusions reached  by  the  expert  Investi- 
gator as  to  the  district  traver«cd,  as 
a  whole,  is  contained  in  the  introduc- 
tory    paragraphs,    as   follows: 


much  ItghUr  timbered  than  on  tha  low- 
er benches  atid  have  practically  no  un- 
derbrush. Very  little  of  this  timber 
(except  on  the  bench  lands  on  the  side 
of  the  valley)  Is  merchantable  except 
for  fuel  purposes.  Tlie  trees  are  easily 
uprooted,  so  the  cost  of  clearing  will 
he  comparatively  low,  ranging  round 
160 '  to  $76  per  acr«  at  present  labor 
prlous.  Most  of  this  land  Is  flat,  with 
slight  varying  slopes,  principally  south- 
west*^. The  top  soil  av«rage  Is  about 
two  feet  in  depth,  underlaid  with  grav- 
el and  aand  thua  insuring'  good  natural 
drainage.  The  surface  soil  Is  of  a  loam 
and  silt  composition,  snd  this  type  of 
soil,  when  "brought  into  condition," 
makes  a  flrsl-class  general  purpose  soil. 
Tills  land,  providing  tree  fruits  are 
found  to  be  adapted  to  the  districi) 
will-  prove  better  for  this  purpose  than 
the  river  bench  landa. 
require  supplies  that  can  be  producod 
htre.  Prince  Rupert,  Stewart  and  other 
coast  cities  and  towns  will  be  compar- 
atively close  when  the  railway  line  Is 
completed,  and  these  places  will  afford 
a  large  market.  The  prairie  provinces, 
traversed  by  the  O.  T.  P..  will  also  af- 
ford &  big  market,  and  the  transporta- 
tion distance  from  those  districts,  as 
compared  with  those  from  sou  them  Bri- 
tish Columbia  and  the  Western  States, 
will  be  an  advantage  to  settlers  in  the 
.Skeena  rlvur  districts.  On  the  whole, 
the  possible  market  appears  especially 
favorable. 

^  Fr«-«mpt«d  ]LaBd 

The  land  in  tlie  district  la  practically 
all  taken  up  by  pre-emption  fend  pur- 
chase. Very  tiiiio  u«vo«"i»m«>«»i.  »v«ii 
has  as  yet  been  accomplUlied.  The 
chief  reasons  for  this  have  been  the 
lack  of  transportation  facilities  and 
lack  of  capital  by  the  settlers.  There 
Va  room  for  the  Investment  of  a  large 
amount  of  capital  In  the  district  for  de- 
velopment purposes,  and  it  should  yield 
good  Interest.  The  amount  of  road 
work  being  done  in  the  district  has  af 
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AlTicultnral  XiaaO. 

"Along  the  Skeena  river  for  the  flrat 
slxty-flve  miles  or  so  from  Prince  Ru- 
pert there  Is  a.-  very  small  amount  of 
available  agricultural  land.  The  moun- 
tains rise  directly  from  the  river  ex- 
cept for  a  few  hundred  acres  of  land  in 
odd  placed.  Most  of  this  land  Is  heav- 
ily timbered,  so  tho  clearing  will  be 
fairly  expensive.  The  soil  Is  a  loam 
with  a  large  percentage  of  rlver-sIlt 
apparently  rich  In  organic  matter. 
"Where  It  is  high  enough  above  the  riv- 
er to  afTord  good  drainage  the  land  will 
prove  highly  productive.  Coast  climat- 
ic conditions  prevail  here  .and  on  this 
account  this  section  Is  not  well  adapt- 
ed loathe  growth  of  tree  fruits.  Small 
fruits  will  do  well  and  might  prove 
prontablo  for  local  market  and  canning- 
factory  purpo."!es,  but  they  will  lack  In 
dhipplng  qualities  owing  to  the  wet 
irlis^nl?.  Vr£*r*.!*b!^!^  •}•>  ^sruu^laSIy  wall 
on  this  type  of  soil.  Grasses  and  cereals 
grow  well  there  ,and.  providing  climat- 
ic conditions  are  favorable  at  harvest- 
ins  time,  this  might  prove  a  profltable 
branch  of  agriculture  to  follow  on  these 
lands.  No  extensive  development  work 
has  been  done  In  any  of  these  places 
BO  that  tho  posHlbilltlea  of  these  sec 
tlons  lis  mentioned  above  nre  largely 
problematical.  After  leaving  tho  coast 
district  and  coming  Into  tho  vicinity  of

will  be  made  to  this  district  where 
nimllar  conditions  occur  in  the  other 
places."

Pealing  particularly  with  the  L.«kelse 
vsUey.  Mr.  Carpenter  describes  I.>akelBe 
laku  *lt  has  a  distinctly  tautological 
sound),  with  the  hot  springs  In  its  vi- 
cinity, ns  a  fresh  water  lake  which  will 
no*  doubt  prove  a  valuable  adjunct  to 
the  district  in  the  future  as  n  pleasant 
•«Bummer  resort.  The  district  has  a 
frontage  of  about  fifteen  mile.i  along 
the  Skpcna  river,  but  narrows  toward* 
the  lake,  which  Is  In  a  southerly  direc- 
tion. There  arc,  as  near  as  could  be 
ascertained,  about  96,000  acres  of  good 
agricultural  land  here,  about  60.000 
acres  of  which  Is  low  bench  land  and 
the  remainder  high  bench  land  (high 
iK^nch  land  as  referred  to  here  does  not 
necessarily  mean  high  londs,  but  Is 
used  in  comparing  with  the  river  bench 
land).  Thome  high  bench  lands  are 
some   GO   to  J  00   feet  above  ihe  river. 

About  1,000  ucren  of  tho  low  bench 
land  is  "beaver  meadow."  and  some  of 
It  will  requirn  drainage.  The  soil  is  a 
deep  rich  black  loam,  and  where  it  does 
not  drain  well  naturally  should  b«  rem- 
edied, aa  If  brought  Into  a  good  state 
of  cultivation  should  prove  very  pro- 
ductive. It  is  covered  with  consldpr- 
nble  underbrush,  with  little  heavy  tim- 
ber, and  can  be  cleared  at  a  minimum, 
expense.  This  land  should  prove  of  ex- 
ceptional v.ninc  for  the  production  of 
grasses  and  cereal  crops  and  therefore 
be  well  adapted  for  dairying  and  slro- 
llar  linen  of  agriculture.

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fcrded  the  means  of  assisting  the  set- 
tlers  until  they  brought  their  places 
Into  condition  to  bring  them  sufficient 
monetary  returns.  The  cutting  of  ties 
is  also  giving  employment  to  a  number 
of  the  settlers.  It  Is  expected  that  some 
of  the  large  land  owners  ^'111  do  ex- 
tensive clearing  In  the  near  future, 
thereby  providing  employment  for,  a 
number  of  men.  With  these  facts  In 
view,  It  appears  th^t  a  msn,  with  little 
ct^pltal,  going  Into  the  district  should 
he  able  to  tide  himself  over  until  such 
tinie  as  his  faVm  was  In  a  condition  to 
support  him.  By  clearing  up  a  small 
area  and  getting  It  under  cultivation 
Immediately  It  should  only  be  »  year  or 
two  until  good  returns  would  be  forth- 
coming. It  Is  repotted  there  Is  a  plen- 
tiful supply  of  water  to  be  had  at  a 
reasonable  distance,  providing  It  was 
required  for  Irrigation  purposes.  This 
Rhould  not  be  necessary  for  ordinary 
fiuit-srowlng  or  farming  finder  upper 
soli  treatment.  On  the  whole,  the  dis- 
trict looks  most  promising.  With  the 
introduction  of  the  right  kind  of  set- 
tlirs  and  with  sufficient  caplwl  for  ex- 
tensive clearing  purposes,  thu  -district 
should   advance   rapidly. 

There  Is  some  bench  land  on  the  side 
of  the  valley,  which  contains  little  sur- 
face soil,  being  nlostly  a  gravel  bed. 
and  It  is  questionable  whether  this  will 
prove  satisfactory  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses, especially  where  cultivation  Is 
necessary,  or  where  irrigation  water  Is 
not  applied.  The  prospective  purchaser 
or  pre-emptor  should  examine  the  soil 
closely,  both  surface  and  subsoil,  as  the 
general  appearance  of  the  suriioe  sell 
Is  no  indication  of  what  lies  btneath'or 
of  the  value  oi  tho  land  for  agrjculeiral 
purposes. 

Olimatlc  Conditions 

Authentic     information     on     climatic 
conditions  in   this  district  Is  difficult  to 
obtain.     There  Is  no  metcorologicul  sta- 
tion, there,  and  unt|l  the  same  has  been 
Instnlled  no  reliable  Information  can  be 
obtained.      This      Is      something    which 
should  be  considered  Immediately  by  the 
proper  authorities,  as.  In  order  to  btcome 
well  acquainted  with  the  possiblHtles  of 
this  district  from  an  agricultural  stand- 
point, and  advise  re  Its  development  In 
different  lines  of  agriculture,  It  Is  neces- 
sary   to    know    the    rainfall,    total    heat 
units  of   the   growing  season,   length  of 
growing  season,  etc.     As  far  as  could  bo 
as(  erlalned.   the   rainfall   \  'luld   average 
around  30  laches  annually,  with  a  fairly 
heav^   precipitation   in   the     fall,     from 
Heptembor  to  the  end  of  NcK-ember.    The 
summer  months  are  fairly  *ry,  although 
oucaslonally  there  la  a  fairly  heavy  rain- 
fall In  June.     The  snowfall  varies  from 
2   to   4   feet  on   the   level,   and   generally 
romalns  all  winter,  affording  u  good  pro- 
tection.    Twenty   degrees   below   aero   is 
exceptional  during  the  winter,  the  ther- 
momtacr  generally  being  around  zero  on 
the  coldest  days.     The  season.  Is,  iit  pre- 
stnt.    sotne    three    or    four    weeks    later 
than  Victoria,  light  frost.Hi  being  occas- 
ional thr*ughout  iAay.     Swoet     cherries 
w«re  in  blossom  about  18th  of  May,  al- 
though the' season  this  year  Is  later  than 
the  average.     They   Imvo  a     late     fall, 
UKi'any    rtot    having    frosts    before    Oo- 
lul.ci.     Tile  days  arc  long     d«r!n&     th* 
Bumirier,    providing    a   large    amount   of 
sunshlnte,   which      would     Insure     rapid 
growth.      There    1»   a     possibility      that 
climatic  conditions  will  cliango  c.onslder- 
ablji  aa  Ihc  timber  becomes  cleared  away, 
ami  most  likely  to  tjie  advantsge  of  the 
district.     On  the  whole,  considering  the 
lotKO'le  of  the  district  as  comparing  H 
with  Inland  districts   to   the  south,  cll- 
mutlc  conditions  aVe     especially     favor- 
able.

Vancouver,  and  arrived  In  good  condi- 
tion. tl>ua  showing  good  shipping  quali- 
ties. Strawberry  plants  are  producing 
about  one  pound  per  plant  with  average 
care.  With  the  same  care  as  given  in 
thu  best  small  fruit  sections  they  will 
prcduce  roucIV  heavier.  Bush  fruits  also 
ar«>  fine,  producing  well  under  cultiva- 
tion, and  are  found  growing  wild. 

Tree  fruits  are  doing  well  where  they 
have  received  fair  treatment.  There  Is 
a  smiill  urghard  on  the  Thornliill  ranch, 
along  the  river  bank,  at  L.lttle  Canyon, 
whfci  i.  tho  trees  aiy  doing  well  and  bear- 
ing good  crops  of  fmit.even  in  the  face 
of  semi -neglect.  On  the  other  hand, 
trees  tliat  have  been  planted  in  the 
smoll  cleorlngs  away  from  the  river 
hpve  practically  all  succumbed  to  sun- 
scald,  frost,  or  mice  Injury,  or  have  been 
brcKcn  down  by  snow.  Careful  consid- 
eration of  the  causes  of  failure  is 
enough  to  discourage  the  opinion  of 
casual  observers,  that  the  district  is  not 
favorable  for  the  production  of  tree 
fiulta.  Tho  chief  difficulties  In  growing 
the  trees  at  the  present  time  are  due  to 
Injury  by  mice,  sun-scald,  frotit  and  deep 
snow.  These  conditions  will  be  reduced 
to  a  minimum  In  large  cleai-lngs  under 
favorable  conditions  of  soil,  cultivation, 
etc.,  and  Avith  the  same  care  as  given  In 
tin-  recognized  fruit  districts,  there  Is  no 
apparent  reasons  why  tree  fruits  should 
not  prove  a  success.  The  trees  that  were 
distributed  this  year  should  be  closely 
watched,  as  the  conditions  under  which 
a  number  of  them  were  planted  were 
not  favorable  to  good  results,  and  should 
not  be  considered  In  detfcrmlning  the 
poBsibiiiiies  ui  iiie  ulsUlCt.  A  <><»<> 
quality  of  fruit  should  be  produced. 
Cherries,  especially  the  sour  varieties, 
do  well  In  the  orchards  In  bearing. 
Plums,  prunes,  pears  and  apples  are  also 
doing  well  In  the  bearing  orchards,  the 
tites  appearing  thrifty  and  free  from 
posts.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the 
ntarer  fruit  can  be  produced  to  the 
northern  limit  of  production   the  higher

Problen  of  TransportatlOB 
Transportation  facUlllea  ujl"- W  the 
present  have  not  been  conducive  to  ox- 
ttnslve  development  work,  but  with  the 
ccniplellon  of  the  Orand  Trunk  Paclflc 
rsllway  a  market  will  be  provided  for 
this  district  that  should  take  all  that 
cni,  bo  produced.  The  government  is. 
opening  up  trails  and  roads  through  the 
district  In  order  to  make  the  district 
easy  of  access  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacl- 
flc railway,  a  bridge  over  the  Skeena  Is 
under  project,  which  will  be  of  great 
value  to  the  locality.  There  Is  a  ferry 
In  operation  across  the  river  at  the  pre- 
sent time  to  Copper  City,  while  another 
is  under  consideration  for  the  Kltsum- 
kalum  district. 

There   Is   a  large  number  of   lumber- 
men,  prospectors  and   miners   in  north- 
err.   British   Columbia  and  Alaska,   who 
Kltsunvkttlum        district      runs      some 
eighteen    miles    north    from    ihe    Skeena 
plver    to    KltKumikalum    lake,    and    aver- 
ages aJbout   three  miles   In   width.   "Wiere 
Is    aibout    the    s.ime    amount      of      land 
around   the   laike.   where  some  thirty   or 
more    settlers    are    located.    There    Is    a 
larger    proportion    of    high    bench    land 
In    this    district    to      low      bench      land. 
Quantities    of    tknvber    are    to    be    found 
In   the  district,  varying  with   the  de-pth 
and    quality    o.f    »oll.    A    large    q^uantlty 
at    tiie    present    time    Is    being    cut    for 
ties.     Sou     t>T>es    on     the    lower     bench 
lands  differ  somewhat  from  that  of   the 
Lakelse    valley,    as    the   subsoil    Is   prin- 
cipally   gravel,    as    referred    to   below. 
Vntore  of  fMl 
The  surface  soil  Is  practk-ally  oil  of 
a    lo«/m     coimposlUon     similar     ^o     the 
Uakelse  so*I,  and  varies  greatly  In  depth, 
running    from    twelve    Inches    to   several 
feet.    The    subsoil    is    part    gravel,    and 
other   places  clay,   with   possibly  slight- 
ly   more   of   the   gravel    than   clay   su*>- 
»oU.     There  are  about  800  acres  of  land 
In    the    ILghter-tlmbered    sections,    burnt 
over  some  eight  or   ten   years  ago.  and 
since    then    It    has    been    lying    open    to 
the  sun.  The  soil,  as  a  consequence,  has 
become   very   light   and   "tournt   out"    of 
humus.     It    will      require      oonslderaible 
green    manuring,     such     as     ploughlng- 
down    of    cover    crops,    etc..    before    It 
win    produce    well.     The    same    remarks 
as  made  on   the  Lakelse  valley,  on   the 
cost    of    clearing,    handling    of    the    soil. 
cUmatlc  conditions,  markets,  present  de- 
velopment,  and    Ihe   possibilities   of   the 
dlsttUct,    are    applicable    here.    There    Is 
possibly   a  tllglitly   heavier  snowfall   In 
the  Interior   of   the  district   than   In    the 
I,akelse  district,   There  are  ol!«o  a  large 
number    of    settlers    In    this    district,    as 
It  Has   been   held   for  pre-*mp«lo«  oi*ly, 
and    slightly    more    land    under   cultiva- 
tion,   two   of    the    settlers    having   aibout 
ten  acres  each   under  cuUlrat|on. 

There  are  about  ten  sections  or  SIOO 
acren  of  land  surveyed  In  the  Copper 
river  dJstrlct  at  present,  situated  on 
*>oth  sides  at  the  Skeena  rlvor.  It  Is 
next  to  the  Ixikelse  and  Kitsumkslum 
districts,  and  the  re'i>ort  on  conditions 
and  posskbiUtles  as  prevail  there  ^"iW 
cover  this  district.  On  the  south  side  of 
•tho  rlvvr  the  surface  soil  Is  of  a  loam 
varying  from  8  Inches  to  a  f«»w  feet 
In  depth  on  a  gravey  sutosoll.  There  Is 
•very  little  mcrchantabie  MiT»t»<?r  in  lh» 
surveyed  sootlons  and  the  exipensc  of 
clearing  will  be  fairly  light.  The  Innd 
■will  require  similar  treatment  as  the 
7>alcel8e  valley  soils  to  obtain  good  re- 
sults. On  the  north  side  of  the  river 
the  surface  soil  !s  of  the  same  nature, 
tovit  deeper  and  heavier  tltntbered,  wHli 
the  uaimti  gravel  subsoil.  At  this  point 
Is  an  orchard  In  bearing  containing 
apples,  pears,  plums  nnd  cherries,  be- 
longing to  Mr.  Stewart,  that  has  done 
exceptionally  well,  being  the  best  or- 
chard along  the  a4<eena  river  at  the 
present  time.  There  Is  a  ferry  connec- 
tion across  the  river  at  the  present 
•time,  and  the  O.  T.  P.  runs  through 
the  section  on  the  northern  side  of  the 
river,  thus  making  the  wholf  •"-••'.'t

Gale  Early  Yesterday  Morning 
Reached  High  Velocity — E. 
and  N.  Bridge  Twisted  and 
Minor  Damage  General 


(During  the  early  hours  of  yesterday 
morning  this  city  was  visited  by  a 
windstorm  of  considerable  force. 
Vhere  have  been  worse  storms  In  this 
city, — much  worse,  but  not  within  a 
recent  period.  According  to  the  local 
meteorological  reports  the  wind  was 
greatest  between  the  hours  of  7  and 
8  o'clock  In  the  morning.  During  this 
space  of  time  its  velocity  averaged  31 
nntlea  per  hdiir,  blowing  from  the 
southwiast.  During  the  15  minutes, 
from  7:45  until  8  a.  m.  the  wlad  trav- 
eled at  the  rate  of  48  miles  per  hour, 
and  during  the  hour  there  were  Cwo 
squalli,  each  lasting  about  two  min- 
utes, when  the  velocity  of  the  wind 
reached  the  high  mark  oC  (0  railM  ati

An  examination  of  the  Dallas  road 
sea  wall  early  yesterday  morning  re- 
suiiiiu  in  iiading  tiwt  the  wuii  ii»u 
nobler  withstood  the  onslaughts  of  the 
wind.  However",  the  E.  &  N.  bridge 
was  carried  from  its  moorings  and  so 
Injured  that  Hb  operation  through  th« 
day  was  Impossible.  Every  night  the 
bridge  is  thrown  open  for  the  benefit 
of  nhloping  passing  into  the  upper 
harbor.  It  is  attached  to  the  piles 
which  run  out  on  the  north  and  south 


•liMAi  Of  aih  structure,  shortly  before 
thoso  In  charge  usually  begin  to  place 
tha  bridge  in  position  for  the  benefit 
of  fooi  passengers  and  to  admit  tha 
mcrnlng  train  to  the  depot  the  wind 
increased  to  a  gale,  carried  the  bridge 
from  its  moorings,  and  almost  closed 
it  the  wrong  way  about.  Some  of  the 
gearing  was  damaged.  Competent 
workmen  were  Immediately  g>ven  in- 
structlona  to  put  it  in  proper  rapalr 
and  It  is  expected  that  it  will  be  in 
shape  sometime  this  morning.  Yes- 
terday the  outgoing  trains  left  from 
a  point  just  the  other  aide  of  the 
bridge. 

■  Fortunately  the  wind  left  the  struc- 
ture in  such  a  position  that  It  was 
posfllble  for  pedestrians  to  pass  to  and 
fro  during  the  day  and.  what  Is  equal- 
ly providentially.  Is  the  fa:ct  that  there 
were  few  lif  any  demands  "on  the 
part  of  vessels  wishing  to  reach  the 
upper  harbor. 

Damage  of  a.  jnlnor  character  was 
done  in  various  parts  of  the  city, 
chimneys  being  blown  down,  fences 
laid  low  and  in  some  instances  out- 
buildings unroofed.  During  the  height 
of  the  gal«  the  south  wall  of  the 
Hibben  building,  which  was  gutted  by 
Are  on  Saturday  night  last,  fell  down 
with  a  resounding  crash.  Happily  this 
occurred  at  an  hour  wh«n  there  were 
few  about  the  streets  in  the  vicinity. 
Tb«  warehouse  on  Wharf  street,  occu- 
pied by  Duncan  &  Gray,  also  suffered, 
the  roof  being  partially  demolished.

Mr.  Hayward  was  questioned  at  some 
lehgth  by  the  commissioners.  He  con- 
ceded the  dlfflcultles  in  the  way  of  ad- 
Justing  matters  as  be  proposed,  said 
that  the  rule  for  which  he  was  plead- 
ing would  have  to  be  applied  to  all 
municipalities  in  the  province,  and  ac- 
knowiadged  that  wbll«  many  persona 
do  not  pay  school  taxes  directly  they 
may  do  so  Indirectly.  He  spoke  of  the 
roads,  mentioning  that,  whereas  the 
government  derives  a  tax  from  motor 
cars,  none  of  It  goes  to  the  municipal- 
ities, although  the  motors  add  greatly 
to  the  cost  of  maintaining  roads  within 
municipalities.

Mr.  Seymour  Oresn,  speaking  from 
his  «xp«rl«Q«e  as  a  school  trustae,  en- 
dorsed the  position  taken  by  Mr.  Hay- 
ward  in  regard  to  school  taxes.  He 
suggested  that  the  poll  tax  shall  be 
abolished  and  a  tax  of  1  cent  per  acre 
on  all  the  granted  land'  within  the 
province  fshall  be  levied  to  form  a 
school  fiind  to  be  distributed  among 
the  schoftl  districts. 

Mr.  Thomas  A.  Wood  spoke  princip- 
ally In  regard, to  the  poll  tax.  He  men- 
tioned adlstrlot^in  whidh  there  was  land 
not  fit  for  agricultural  purposes,  and 
carrying  oonslderable  timber.  He  said 
It  was  the  interest  of  the  community 
that  this  timber  should  not  be  cut,  for 
It  ««rv*4  to  r«t»in  the  r&inttin.  The 
local  assessors  of  the  municipality  In 
order  to  avoid  burdening  this  land  too 
Ii«avlly  aud  thereby  Compelling  its 
owners  to  reallsa  upon  the  timber,  had

It  seems 
to  us  I  that  in  the  building  of  brlclc 
houses  the  walls  should  be  thoroughly 
Hushed  with  cement.  Hhe  building  by- 
law should  specify  deflnttely  how  this 
should  be  done,  und  not  only  this,  but 
a  city  otncial,  poi<8lbly  an  assistant 
building  Inspector,  should  examine  the 
auallty  <[>f  the  cement  that  is  used  and 
SCO  to  it  ithat  the  work  is  carried  out 
in  consonance  with  the  by-law.  It  Is 
possible  to  have  Jerry-bullt  atrtioturea 
both  in  wood  and  brick.  Victoria  is 
anxious  to  have  her  fire  Insurance 
rates  reduced  within  the  Are  limits  and 
we  believe  that  the  suggestion  we  have 
made  will   make  to  wards  a  reduction. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  building 
by-law  we  might  also  suggest  that  it 
is  not  a  measure  which  should  be 
riiMh«A  throuffh  rapidly.  We  believe 
that  In  large  part  it  is  framed  along 
the  lines  of  similar  measures  in  5llf- 
ferent  Pacinc  Coast  cities.  In  fact  as 
far  as  we  can  learn  a  lot  of  its  pro- 
visions are  based  on  laws  which  pre- 
vail In  Portland,  <  Seattle  and  other 
American  points.  Whether  this  is  a 
good   idea  we   are  not   in   a  joslrtlon  to 


Judge.  That  la  presumably  a.  Question 
for  the  building  inspector,  but  we  do 
think  that  when  the  by-law  is  being 
discussed  by  the  city  , council  that  the 
building  inspector  should  be  present 
and  explain  any  points  which  might  not 
be  thoroughly  understood  by  the  mayor 
and  aldermen.

This  is  a 
severe  stricture,  but  its  commentary 
is  to  be  found  in  our  high  Insurance 
rates.  To  reduce  these  we  must  have 
a  jrreatcr  immunity  from  fire,  and  to 
Instire  this  our  buildings  must  be  con- 
structed In  more  stable,  fashion.  We 
have  now  an  excellent  Are  department, 
but  even  the  best  brigade  in  the  world 
can  only  systematically  prevent  losses 
when  the  buildings  of  a  city  are  erected 
along  the  lines  of  maximum  safety.

We  have 
no  desire  to  underrate  this  obligation; 
but  we  owe  vastly  more  to  her  for  the 
high  traditions  of  freedom,  equality  be- 
fore the  law,  honefst  administration  of 
Justice  and  a  sense  of  moral  obligation 
as  a  people.  There  may  be  thousands 
of  us  who  have  no  Knglish  blo/eM'ln  our 
veins,  but  there  surely  cai^Ve  none  of 
us  In  whose  hearts  there  n  not  deep  af- 
fection for  the  Alma  Mater  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  nations.  And  as  we  love 
England  so  also  we  ought  to  be  ready 
to  stand  by  Bngland  if  ever  she  needs 
our  assistance. 

But  this  is  not  Imperialism,  although 
seme  people  think  It  is;  much  less  is  It 
Canadianlsm.  Truth  to  tell,  Canadlanlsm 
has  hardly  aa  yet  emerged  from  Its 
swaddling  clothes,  which  may  not  be 
much  wondered  at  for  nations  are  not 
ft:lly  developed  In  less  than  half  a  cen- 
tury.

These 
are  questions,   which   in     one     form  or 
another  the  people  of  Canada  will  have

Are   we   to    understand    by   it   loyalty   to 
the  land  (hat  is  oiirs  by  birth  or  adop- 
tion?    If  this  is  the  meaning  of  it,  how 
many  of  us  really   live   up     to     it;   how 
many  of  us  are  really     Canadians    ani- 
mated  by   Canadianlsm?      If   Canada   Is 
our     country,      then      Prince     Kdward's 
Island  is  as  much  our  country  as  British 
Columbia,  or  so  are  Quebec  and  Alberta. 
Allowance  must  always  be  made  for  our 
Immediate  local  Interests.     It  Is  natural 
that  a  resident  of     the     Paciflc     Slope 
st'ould  take  a  deeper  Interest  in,  and  re- 
gard  as  mure  Important     those     things 
which  relate  partlctllarly  to  the  western 
part  ot  f  he  Dominion  than  in  those  with 
whlchi  the  B^'-et  ••  more  especially  con- 
cerned.     The  same   thing     is     probably 
true  of  every  country  of  large-ac^a.  We 
,|M.turally   see    more    clearljr    the    things 
tliut  are  nearest  to  us.and  we  are  not  all 
gifted    with   a   proper   sense  of  perspeo- 
tiye.

A  temporary  school  covered  with  cor- 
rugated iron  to  provide  for  fire  protec- 
tion win  be  erected  on  the  North  Ward 
school  grounds  to  meet  the  Increased 
demand  for  school  accommodation 
whtcb  at  present  Is  wholly  Inadequate.

The  Globe  In  an  article  on  the 
subject  says:     "We  should  have  all  the 
rcHlralnts  necessary  to  secure  purity,  in 
the  supply  of  milk  and  other  food  sup- 
plies.    But  we  should  be  prepared  to  halt 
at  the  point  where  the  establishment  of 
monopolies    and    the    advance    in    prices 
create  dangers  more  serious   than  those 
which  lire  averted."

Ii  ono  'pliiniation  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Foul  Bay  wOrk  Is  carried  on  l)e- 
tween  the  rows  all  the  summer  and 
crops  of  magnificent  cabbages  are 
raised.

Exercise  of  Right  of  Perempt- 
ory Challenge  in  McNamara 
Case  May  Leave  Only  Three 
Men  on  List 


LO8  ANOELES,  Nor.  14— By  twlBta 
and  turn*  tbe  McNamara  oaae  sailed 
ailowly  ahead  today,  weathering  anaKS, 
old  and  new.  until  th^  Inventory  of  th« 
day  disclosed  at  adjournment  thre* 
sworn  Jurors,  eig^ht  talesmen  passed  for 
cause  by  both  sides,  and  a  twelfth  man 
passed  by  the  defense,  though  stlU  under 
examination  by  the  state. 

James  B.  M«Nara<ira  sat  with  hi« 
chair  atilt  and  a  smile  of  amusement  on 
his  face  as  counsel  for  both  aides  toast> 
ed  about,  in  apparent  dissatisfaotion 
with  some  of  the  talesmen,  yet  unable  t« 
find  ground  for  challenge,  and  thereby 
compelled  to  leave  them  in  the  box  to 
await  elimination  by  peremptory  obal> 
lenge. 

Though  William  J.  Andre,  a  carpenter, 
and  T.  H.  Elliott,  an  aged  gardener, 
joined  the  "talesman's  club"  today,  and

passed  after  examinations.  which, 
though  not  providing  sufficient  ground 
for  challenge  for  cause,  convinced  coun- 
sel for  the  defence  that  they  had  better 
use  peremptory  challenges  against  them. 
This  was  admitted  tonight  by  Attorney 
Clarence    6.    Darrow,    chief   counsel   for 


the  defence,  and  it  is  known  that  against 
four  or  nve  of  the  total  added  to  the 
box  since  the  three  sworn  juror*  wers 
secured  a  week  ago  peremptory  chal- 
lenges will  be  exercised.  Sxcspt  for 
exhausting  a  part  of  the  supply  of  per- 
emptories,  therefore,  the  progress  re- 
sultant from  the  present  personnel  of 
tb«  jury  box  is  doubtful. 

Talesman  W,  M.  Corcoran,  who  was 
pessed  quickly  by  the  defense  after  he 
had  related  that  he  had  read  but  llttla 
and  knew  less  about.  tb«  case,  was  taken 
in  hand  by  the  state  Just  before  court 
adjourned,  and  there  is  a  possibility  that 
he  will  be  accepted  by  the  prosecution, 
and  that  peremptories  will  b«  In  order 
early  tomorrow. 

Kink*  In  the  progress  of  events  during 
the  day  began  to  appear  when  Talesman 
Andre  did  not  come  up  to  the  expecta- 
.tlohs  of  Attorney  Lecompte  Davis,  of 
tbe  defence,  on  Hiterrogatlon.  In  a  big 
book  before  him,  in  which  is  contained 
advance  information  about  the  talesmen, 
Attorney  Davis  had  a  statement  that 
Andre  had  argued  with  his  wife,  declar- 
ing the  McNamaras  guilty.  On  ths 
stand  Andre  said  he  had  not  discussed 
the  case  with  anybody  or  formed  any 
opinion.  After  a  vain  search  for  ground 
for  challenge.  Attorney  Davis  passed 
him  through,  but  let  it  be  known  oot- 


glda  of  court  tkat  Andre's  stay  tn  the 
Jury  box  would  be  shortlived,  as  a  per- 
•mptery  ohaltenge  would  be  used  against 
him. 

Another  thorn  to  smooth  progress  waa 
furnished  by  T.  ^  Elliott,  who  spoke 
unintelll^bly  at  times,  from  behind  a 
profusion  of  beard.  Bev«nty-flv«  years 
he  had  ltv«<l.  and  had  pev«r  experienced 
an  opinion  ahout  any  subject  with 
which  ha  was  not  entirely  familiar,  and 
the  McNamara  case  being  no  exception, 
he  declared  himself  open  minded  on  the 
question  of  the  gihlt  or  innocence  of  the 
defendant.  Hs  pointed  out  how  freauent 
•ervloe  on  Juriea  had  taught  him  ^hat  a 
man  must  be  preaunad  Innocent  from 
the  atart  Counsel  for  the  defence, 
though  manoeuvering  about  for  awhile 
to  ascertain  tha  sute  of  his  mind  re- 
gardless of  prospective  jury  duty,  and  to 
pin  him  to  a  definite  expression  as  to  the 
affect  on  his  mind  of  his  reading  about 
the  case,  finally  accepted  the  talesman 
for  cauae,  thongh  against  hjm,  too,  the 
defence  Informally  expressed  its  Inten- 
tion of  using  a  peremptory. 

The  next  tangle  of  the  day  came  when 
Barton  B.  Collins  was  on  the  stand.  He 
cams  originally  from  Troy,  N.  T.,  and  Is 
a  cousin  of  Cornelius  V.  Collins,  who 
waa  prominently  identified  with  the  con- 
test waged  by  President  Roosevelt  for 
the  control  of  the  Saratogit  convention, 
which  nominated  Btlmson  for  governor 
In  New  Tork  atate.  Collins  la  the  head 
of  a  tlla  and  marble  manufaoturlng 
plant  here,  and  employs  a  hundred  men. 
Ho  disclosed  the  fact  that  as  a  member

Association  h*  had  contributed  to  the 
funds  other  than  dues,  but  that  he  sup- 
posed It  waa  to  further  the  efforts  of 
the  asaoelatlon  la  its  contest  for  the 
open  shop.  Asked  If  he  knew  whether 
any  funds  had  been  used  towards  In- 
vestigation the  Times  disaster,  he  de- 
clared that  he  did  not  know,  but  that  he 
would  not  have  contributed  for  such  a 


causa.  Coltlns  said  he  had  had  dlfflcul- 
tles  with  labor  unions,  and  was  pre- 
judiced against  them.  His  opinion  about 
the  case  simply  extended,  however,  to 
the  notion  that  the  Times  building  was 
dynamited  through  the  iifttrumentallty 
of  the  Unions,  but  he  had  no  Idea  as  to 
whether  the  McKamaras  were  guilty  or 
not.  Counsel  for  the  defence  delved 
deeper  into  Collins'  views  as  to  the  cansa 
of  the  disaster,  and  emerged  finally  with 
tht<  information  that  Collins  had  seen  the 
twisted  beams  and  crumpled  girders  of 
the  wracked  building,  and  this  had 
strengthened  the  opinion  he  earlier  had 
foroMd  that  a  powerful  explosive  de- 
stroyed It. 

Personal  investigation  of  the  wrsok 
heretofore  has  disqualified  talesmen,  and 
the  court  allowed  the  challenge  against 
Collins  on  this  ground,  although  the 
state  ralaad  a  point,  not  now  In  the  trial, 
but  about  which  there  has  been  much 
argument,  namely,  that  a  man  believing 
the  Times  to  have  been  destroyed  by 
dyniamlte  does  not  necessarily  hold  the 
McNamaras  guilty.  Judge  Bordwell  ex- 
plalnad  thait  ho  did  not  mean  by  his  rul- 
Ingr  Ml  CoUtaa  "to  foreclose  argument 
on  the  subjaot,"  and  would  hear  it  either 
when  the  point  arose  again  or  at  the 
convenience  of  counsel.  Collins,  how- 
ever, waa  excused.

Th«  Aboukir  Is  an  armoured  cruiser 
of  the  Cressy  class,  which  includes  six 
vessels,  the  Cresey.  SutleJ.  Hogue,  Bac- 
chante. Euryalus  and  Aboukir.  The 
dispUcement  is  12.000  tons  and  the 
complement  carried  700  rank  and  file. 
On  the  waterllne  the  cruiser  has  a 
length  of  454  feet.  Her  beam  Is  ««V4 
feet  and  maximum  draught  28  feet 
BulH  by  the  Fairfield  Shipbuilding  and 
Engineering  Company  the  Aboukir  was 
laid  down  in  November,  1898  and  was 
completed  In  1902  and  refitted  In  19ot>. 
She  made  a  speed  of  21.6  knots  an  hour 
on  her  trials.  The  coM  of  the  vewel 
was  »4,000,000. 

The  Aboukir  is  armored  with  a  six 
Inch  belt  of  Krupp  steel  amidships,  two 
inch  belt  at  the  bow  and  five  inches  at 
the  bulkheads.  She  has  deck  protec- 
tion of  three  Inches  of  Krupp  steel  and 
the  protection  to  the  vltaU  is  given 
with  six  inches  of  Harveylzed  eteel  a«t 
the  barbettes,  six  inches  a  tthe  turrets 
and  with  five  Inches  of  Krupp  non- 
cemented  steel  armor  at  the  twelve 
casements,  and  twelve  liwhes  at  the 
conning  tower,  the  toUl  weight  of  the 
armor  being  2100  tons. 

The  armament  consists  of  two  9.2 
guns,  twelve  6  inch,  twelve  13  pounders, 
three  3  pounders,  two  maxims  and  two 
submerged  torpedo  tubes.  She  fires 
one  9.2  and  four  8  Inch  guns  ahead  and 
the  same  astern,  and  has  a  broadsldn 
of  two  9.2  and  six  6  Inch  guns.  The 
bi'  suns  ar*  nvnnonuvred  by  hydraulic 
gear,  and  she  ha«  electric  hoists  for 
the  six  inch  guns.  The  fire  control 
platforms  were  fHted  in  1906-«. 

The  machinery  consists  of  two  sets 
of  four  cylinder  vertical  Inverted  triple 
expansion  engines,  with  two  screws, 
and  she  has  30  Belleville  boilers.  The 
designed  horse  power,  with  speed  of 
21  knots  is  21,000.  the  coial  consumption 
being  between  1«H  and  17  tons  per 
hour  at  full  speed  and  12%  tans  at  a 
speed  of  twenty  knots  with  16,000  horse 
power.  The  wood  fittings  are  non-in- 
flammable., The  hull  wlrth  armor 
weighs  7840  tons.  '

LETTER'S  TOJHE  EDITOR 

Xbe   UbrMT   B7-X«w. 

Sir — As  Commissioners  of  t»»e  Public 
library  of  this  city  for  the  past  two 
years  we  shall  be  glad  If  you  will  per- 
mit us  to  say  ft  '«w  words  In  explana- 
tion of  the  Ubrary  By-law  to  be  voted 
on  by  the  ratepskyers  on  the  17  th  ln.$t. 

When  the  library  was  elected  it  was 
■tlpt^lated  that  the  minimum  sum  of 
16,000  should  be  expended  annually  on 
Its  malnt«»ance.  Tho  Library  By-law 
aubmltled  to  the  peopl«  at  that  time 
provided  that  the  amount  mentioned 
should  be  tho  maximum  annual  expen- 
diture by  the  city  on  tho  library  In- 
stead of  the  minimum.  This  was  in 
Victoria's  "village  days."  so  to  speak-— 
at  all  events  long  before  her  growing 
time  had  come.  W©  say  unhesitatingly 
that  the  sum  of  15,000  Is  not  only  a  to- 
tally Inadequate  appropriation,  hut  a 
ridiculous  one,  for  tho  purpose  at  the 
present  time.  Tho  sum  mentioned  Uttla 
more-  than  covers  the  salaries,  and 
there  Is  no  provision  whatever  for 
lighting,  heating  and  other  incidental 
expenses  or  for  the  purchase  of  npw 
books,  periodicals,  etc.  That  being  the 
case.  It  Is  scarcely  necessary  to  stale 
that  It  will  be  quite  Impossible  for  us 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  read- 
■ing  public  If  we  are  to  bo  limited  to 
such  an  absurdly  small  appropriation. 

The  proposed  by-law  Is  Intended  to 
give  the  city  more  latitude  financially 
with  respect  to  the  Public  Library.  It 
provides,   shortly, '  that: 

(a)  It  shall  be  lawful  to  expend  the 
au^  of  110,000  in  in^;;^,lUils  purpose, 
and 

(b)  That  Is  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Council,  by  resolution  from  time  to  time 
to   expend   a   sum   not  exceeding   >25,000 

'in  any  one  year  em  may  be  necessary 
for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the 
library.

which  Is  a  feature  of  all  modero  pub- 
lic Ubrarlaa.  This  will  not  eptall  a 
very  considerable  expefise,  Iiut  '  la 
charge  of  an  experienced  children's  II- 
brabrian  such  a  room  will  undoubtedly 
prove  a  valuable  adjunot  to  tbe  tnatl- 
tutlon. 

In  conclusion  we  wtah  to  say  that, 
If  the  ratepayers  will  duly  weigh  the 
above  facta  we  believe  that  they  will 
vote  for  the  by-law.  for  It  cannot  be 
denied  that  It  ia  high  time  that  the 
Public  Library  should  be  establlalied 
upon  some  sound  basis  and  properly 
oquliipfd  for  Us  most  Important  mis- 
slon.  It  should  be  a  prominent  and 
benencial  factor  in  tbe  life  of  the 
community. 

We  may  add  that  we  believe  that  no 
other  city  on  the  continent  of  North 
America  has  such  a  poorly  equipped 
library  as  the  city  of  Victoria. 

We  feel  strongly  that  such  a  state 
of  affairs  should  not  be  allowed  to  exist 
for  a  day  longer  than  Is  absolutely 
necessary.
